Construction of four dorm!- | 
tories and a dining hall at) 
Washington University, costing 
an estimated $3,000,000, is 
scheduled to get under way 
this summer, it was announced | 
today.

Two additional dormitories, 
costing about $1,000,000, plans 
for which also were announced 
last month, will be built later, 
it was stated. The six dormi- 
tories, to house 900 men and 
women students, will be on a 
40 acre tract east of Big Bend 
boulevard, on the south side of 
Forsyth. 

The four-story dormitories 
and two-story air-conditioned 
dining hall were planned as 
part of the university’s 10-year 
$50,000,000 Second Century De- 
velopment program. | 


APPEAL SENT TO PRESIDENT 
FOR ST. LOUIS FLOOD FIND 


A request for a $1,700,000 
appropriation in the Govern- 
ment’s fiscal year of 1959 for 
the St. Louis Flood Protection 
Project was made today by 
Morton Meyer, president of the 
St. Louis Flood Control Asso- 
ciation, in a telegram to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower 

“We suffered five floods in 
nine years causing damage es- 


timated at $30,000,000" Meyer 
said in the telegram. “Then 
after exhaustive examination 
Congress authorized the St. 


Louis Flood Protection Project 
in 1955—The citizens of St. 


Louis by a vote of five to one | 


passed a bond issue providing 
more than $7,500,000 as local 
participation.” 

The budgets of fiscal 1957 
and 1958 provided a total of 
$1,.200.000 “which bermitted 
the project to get off to a good 
start,”’ Meyer said. “There is no 
request for continuing funds in 
the 1959 budget,” he added. 
“Are. we to let this project 
grind to a halt? We are lo- 
cated near the confluence of 
the two mightiest river systems 
in the country, the Mississippi 
river and the Missouri river, 


and are each and every year § 


in danger of disastrous flood- 
ing.”

Builders 
Skeptical 
Of ‘Cures’ 


By JOHN B. HERDLEIN 


President, Home Builders Asso- 
ciation of Greater St. Louis 


Members of our Home 
Builders Association are being 
asked to call upon Congress to 
bring about changes in housing 
legislation that we feel are 
necessary to help lift the na- 
tion out of its present economi- 
cal distress. 


The construction industry, 
including all of its ramified 
segments, is our largest indus- 
try and no doubt exerts more 
influence on our economy than 
any other business. Since home 
building requires such a great 
variety of our national prod- 
uct, we must do everything 
possible to keep it rolling. 
There is a two-fold purpose in 
this—we keep people well 
housed and at the same time 
maintain a hedge against un- 
employment and _ economic 
disaster. 


We hear the cry that Fed- 
eral spending will bolster the 
situation. Federal projects 
brought out of mothballs for 
relief purposes are largely 
deficit spending and provide 
only temporary cures. Being 
financed with tax money, they 
have a habit of bouncing back 
years later to produce the 
same condition they were de- 
signed to cure. 

We are not asking the gov- 
ernment to subsidize the home 
building industry. Our pro- 
gram will cost the government 
not one cent. 

We are asking that Congress 
lower down payment require- 
ments on FHA insured mort- 
gages, making it possible for 
more of our lower income fam- 
ilies to own a home of their 
own instead of substandard liv- 
ing or being bottled up in a 
project. 

Our N.A.H.B. proposal of 
3 per cent of the first $12,000 
of value, 10 per cent on the 
next $4000 and 25 per cent on 
the value over $16,000 will 
bring this about. The finan- 
cial soundness of this proposal 
is verified by the 23 years in 
which the FHA has operated 
within its one-half-of-one per 
cent insurance and the low loss 
experience of the VA housing 
program. 

We ask that ‘Congress ap- 
prove proposed legislation pro- 
viding for the insurance of the 
top part of conventional loans. 

Revival of the VA housing 
program will help, but the in- 
terest rate will have to be made 
attractive to lenders. Money is 
a commodity necessary to home 
building and the cost of it has 
gone up the same as that for 
concrete, lumber and other ma- 
terials. 

This legislation would spur 
an upturn in the mass housing 
program and would put our 
people back to work in all in- 
dustries. To be effective, it 
must come soon. I am afraid 
that mid-summer will be too 
late. 


Economist 
Tells How 
FHA Works 


The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration has been defined by a 
local economist as an organiza- 


tion which protects the stand- 


ards of home construction and 


stabilizes the mortgage market # 
through the insurance of home ; 


loans. 

The organization was cited by 
Dr. A. C. Meyers Jr., Associate 
Professor of Economics at St. 
Louis University, in one of a 


series of talks on home owner- 59° 3 


ship being telecast over KETC 
Channel 9., 

“In addition to insuring home 
Mans” he said, “the FHA has 
provided stability in the mort- 
gage market and has main- 
tained certain minimum con- 
struction standards to protect 
the buyer of both new and used 
housing. It functions to pro- 
tect both the borrower and 
lender.” 

Dr. Meyers emphasized the 
point repeatedly in his discus- 
sion of the FHA type of financ- 
ing that the governmental 
agency does not in itself loan 
money, that it functions to 
guarantee and insure the money 
loaned by bona fide lending 
institutions. 

“The organization charges 
one-half of 1 per cent as an 
insurance premium on these 
loans,” Dr. Meyers said, “and 
their loss ratio has been only 
six hundredths of 1 per cent. 

The standard FHA interest 
rate is 5% per cent and that 
is an additional 42 per cent is 
charged on every loan for the 
insurance, Meyers added. 

In citing how the buyer of 
property is protected by the 
FHA, he said that homes be- 
ing built to FHA specifications 
are subject to inspection three 
times during the stages of con- 
struction. 

“Old property,” he said, “is 
of course given just one inspec- 
tion to ascertain sound, well- 
planned construction.” 

In determining whether or 
not the borrower is qualified 
for a home loan, Dr. Meyers 
explained the FHA policy: 

“First,” he said, “they take 
one-third of the first $250 of 
your monthly income. They 
add to this 20 per cent of all 
your monthly income above 
this basic $250. This deter- 
mines how much you can pay 
for housing expense each month 
—your monthly payment, util- 
ities and other expenses direct- 
ly related to your house. 

“If the monthly payment of 
the home you intend to buy, 
plus a maximum of $30 for 
utilities and other minor re- 
lated expenses, does not exceed 
the percentage of your tax-free 
salary as computed above, 
chances are you are qualified

Home building will not be the anti-recession pump primer 
that some politicians are predicting it will be, House & Home 
magazine contends in its March issue. 


The reason: Builders take six months to a year to actually 
get started on homes made possible by legislation changes. 
Since Congress is unlikely to pass any housing act before July, 
housing would not feel the effect before December when 
“the recession will either be ending or be too serious for hous- 
ing to reverse,” the magazine says.

It does need improve- 
ments in rental housing, such 
as tax conduit treatment for 
real estate trusts. 

“It does need a boost in 
FHA’s mortgage ceiling from 
$20,000 to $30,000 to make 
easier terms available for bet- 


ter homes. It does need an 
é; FHA that runs efficiently, 
m Which means Congress wil] 


have to let FHA spend enough 
of its own income to staff its 
offices with more and better 
men at higher pay. 

“But Congress is cool toward 
all these real reforms. Instead, 
in its bid to use the recession 
for political gain, Congress 
seems bent on tilting housing 
laws further toward welfare- 
state ideas.”

No Billboard Alleys 


A Senate Public Roads subcommittee has 
opened the 1958 battle of the billboards, with 
three bills before it and testimony against 
uncontrolled highway advertising piling up. 
Will this be the year to call a halt to bill- 
board alleys? 

Last year the full Public Works Committee 
heeded the protests of the outdoor advertis- 
ing lobby, and voted against the original Neu- 
berger bill by 7 to 6. This year the commit- 
tee line-up has changed. Senator Kuchel of 
California, who opposed billboard controls 
last year, has offered a sound bill for con- 
trols in this session. There is a better pros- 
pect for action. 

The Kuchel bill appears to be a compro- 
mise of previous proposals. Senator Neuber- 
ger of Oregon raised the issue a year ago 
with a measure which, as ‘amended, would 
have paid the states three fourths of 1 per 
cent of the total cost of the new Interstate 
highways, if they met federal standards in 
regulating billboards. 

Then the Eisenhower Administration came 
along with its bill to penalize non-co-operating 
states. Under this bill, states would have 
been paid only 85 instead of 90 per cent of 
the cost of interstate highway construction 
if they failed to control billboards. 

By this time, however, most Congressmen 
seem agreed that a bonus would be more ef- 
fective than penalties. The cost of buying up 
advertising easements within 600 feet or so 
of each side of the road will not be low. Most 
states will undoubtedly demand some induce- 
ment in the way of federal funds if they are 
to attempt controls at all. 

So Senator Bush, Connecticut Republican, 
has introduced a second bill similar to the 
Neuberger plan. And Senator Kuchel, also a 
Republican, has offered a measure to pay the 
states a flat 1 per cent as an incentive to pro- 
tect roadside scenery against defacement. 
The Kuchel bill would raise the ante, and 
also would give the states more latitude to 
establish billboard regulations of their own. 

Virginia and some other states are attempt- 
ing to define uses of highway advertising. 
But the billboard interests which shouted 
“states’ rights” in Washington are showing 
little respect for such rights in these states. 

In any case regulation of billboards on the 
new federal interstate system cannot be left 
entirely to the 48 states. This is a federal 
highway system. Robert Moses, head of New 
York’s parkway systems, told Congress: 


There is only one sure way to prevent 
the new interstate system from becom- 
ing a billboard alley and that is by means 
of controls established by federal legis- 
lation. 


Once the new highways are built, it may 
be too late to Ccotaah the surrounding coun- 
tryside from excessive advertising encroach- 
ment. But if Congress acts now, the Ameri- 
can people who are paying for these new 
highways will also get parkways for the en- 
joyment of all. 


Why the Chemise Disguise? 


There is little evidence visible to further 
the fearful thought that the chemise dress, 
which is just the opposite of Dior’s now out- 
of-style, tiny-waisted “new look,” is catching 
on. And certainly it would be possible to 
achieve planned obsolescence with a more 
pleasing new fashion. 

Still the word comes from New York’s con- 
fident Fifth Avenue that as soon as coats can 
be dispensed with the chemise will blossom 
forth. But without a coat and caught in any 
kind of a wind, the wearer of the voluminous 
chemise should resemble a _ broad-beamed, 
heavy-draft, jib and gaff-mainsail trawler. 
And thus far there are no reefs or brails on 
a chemise as there are on sails for reducing 
the area of cloth exposed to the wind. 

Why should any woman take on the “re- 
laxed lines” that will give her a silhouette 
that heretofore has belonged only to a bulgy 
bag of potatoes? Why should she want to 
disguise the fact that she has a trim waist- 
line? Why should she toss away the effects 
of hours in the slenderizing salon and of 
passing up sugar for saccharine? Because it’s 
the style? Fifth Avenue hasn’t yet got the 
style in the bag—even if the bag is the style. 


Brucker’s Just Act 


- Secretary of the Army Brucker is to be 
commended wholeheartedly on his immediate 
application of the Supreme Court’s 8-to-1 de- 
cision in the “undesirable discharge” cases. 

Instead of waiting for the appropriate lower 
courts to provide relief for two former sol- 
diers, Howard D. Abramowitz of Brooklyn 
and John Henry Harmon of the Bronx, the 
Secretary of the Army has himself ordered 
honorable discharges for both men without 
further court proceedings. 

The former soldiers received “undesirable 
discharges” because of investigations dealing 
with matters prior to their entry into military 
service. Reviewing their appeals, the Su- 
preme Court said that a military discharge of 
a soldier rated “excellent” in service should 
be based on his service record only. 

So far so good. Now let the Army review 
all its other “undesirable discharges.” If they 
do not square with the Supreme Court ruling, 
let them also be corrected. 

In all this is a lesson in fairness and de- 
cency that the Pentagon ought to remember. 


Why Not Out-of-State Fees? 


Missouri’s taxpayers: very probably share 
the feeling of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee that out-of-state students should pay 
an extra fee for attending Missouri's five state 
colleges. 

The committee decided to reduce state 
money for the five colleges—at Kirksville, 
Maryville, Warrensburg, Springfield and Cape 
Girardeau — by $100 for each out-of-state 
student. The colleges could get the money 
back by charging a tuition fee for these stu- 
dents. The committee’s original decision is 
under attack, but the principle of it should 
be sustained. 

Fees by no means pay the cost of education 
of any student; Missouri subsidizes all stu- 
dents at its colleges and State University. But 
when available funds are not entirely ade- 
quate for Missouri’s own students, is it not 
unfair to place on the taxpayers an equal bur- 
den of support for non-Missouri students? 

Most state universities charge non-resident 
fees. The University of Missouri tuition fee 
for non-residents is $225 a year, while there 
is no fee for residents. This differentia] is 
enough to pay the state for some of the extra

cost of out-of-state students. Yet the fee is 
not so large as to discourage seriously at- 
tendance by students from other states and 
countries who undoubtedly add to the insti- 
tution’s character as a university. 

But the five state colleges are not universi- 
ties. They are primarily regional training 
centers for Missourians. Still they charge no 
extra fee for non-residents. Thus they en- 
courage a growing enrollment from out-of- 
state which provides a basis for seeking more 
funds from the state. 

The situation is not fair to Missouri, its 
taxpayers or its own youth who seek higher 
education. The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee was on the right track in urging out- 
of-state fees at the colleges. 


The Test on Tuesday 


More than 350,000 St. Louis voters will 
have an opportunity on Tuesday to show that 
they are convinced of the importance of pub- 
lic education—about which there is so much 
talk these days—and that they are willing 


_to support it. 


They will have an opportunity on Tuesday 
to vote in favor of a 2l-cent increase in the 
school tax rate, bringing it up to $1.51 per 
$100 of assessed valuation. Even more im- 
portant perhaps is the opportunity to prevent 
the rate from dropping back to 89 cents—as 
it would if the increase were not approved. 

Such a tragic failure at the polls would re- 
duce the income of the Board of Education 
by $10,230,000. The Board also would lose 
$6,500,000 in state aid since, under the so- 
called Foundation plan, this is ayailable only 
to school districts with a tax rate over $1. 

This possibility should be kept in mind by 
those optimists who are inclined to believe 
that the new rate will be approved without 
their bothering to go to the polls. Every 
vote is needed. 

Like any governmental agency or any 
householder, the Board needs more money 
these days. For example, there are 3200 
teachers who should get an overdue Salary 
increase of $200 a year. Eighty additional 
teachers must be employed to staff five new 
schools, and to give the teachers a better 
chance to do a good job by reducing the 
pupil-teacher ratio at least to 35 to 1. 

While the present Board may not have 
taken advantage of every opportunity for 
economy in non-teaching activities, the need 
for additional revenue is generally recog- 
nized. Thus Mayor Tucker and the Parent- 
Teacher Association are backing the levy. The 
need for it also has been recognized by Msgr. 
James E. Hoflich who, as director of the St. 
Louis parochial schools, is familiar with the 
rising cost of education. 

Worth remembering, too, is the fact that 
even under the proposed new rate St. Louis 
still will be getting a bargain in education. 
The Clayton school tax rate is $1.94; in Ladue 
it is $1.99; in all other county communities it 
is more than $2.00, running as high as $3.60 
in Kirkwood. 

That, in terms of money, is the background 
for Tuesday’s voting. The real issue, how- 
ever, will not be one of money, but of what 
is to be accomplished with this money. At 
stake will be the quality of the education of 
the children of this community, and a decent 
regard for those who impart that education. 
If the education of our children is neglected, 
is not the future of the community being 
neglected? 


How to Set a Record 


Now that the champion Budweisers have 
rolled the highest score in the history of or- 
ganized bowling, we can only search for the 
moral of the story. The story is that ever 
since 1937, when the Math Hermanns set the 
record at 3797 pins, the Budweisers have 
been trying to surpass it. Last year they 
came within 69 pins of a new record. This 
year they were not trying to do that, but only 
to knock down the season’s high of 3696 shot 
by the Rochez team in Pittsburgh. Thus, 
aiming at a more limited goal, the Buds 
reached the pignacle of pins, at 3858. As- 
piration doesn’t break records, but a modest 
amount of it goes right down the alley. 


The Accidental A-bomb 


It is quite understandable that the acciden- 
tal release of an untriggered nuclear bomb in 
South Carolina should touch off a national 
debate over the policy of keeping nuclear- 
armed strategic bombers in the air at all 
times. The British have been debating this 
issue angrily for some weeks. Neither on 
their side of the Atlantic nor on this can peo- 
ple feel easy at the thought of such lethal 
weapons cruising the skies overhead in times 
of presumed peace. 

That an untriggered bomb could fall with- 
out setting off an atomic explosion may be 
taken as a crumb of comfort. But if an acci- 
dent like this could happen, an accidentally 
triggered bomb might also be released. Even 
more serious is the possibility that nuclear- 
armed planes in the air might the more readi- 
ly be dispatched by some horrible mistake on 
a mission that would set off the chain reac- 
tion of hydrogen war. 

Unpalatable as such risks are, they will 
have to be endured so long as the national 
security demands, as it does, the maintenance 
of retaliatory air power as a deterrent to ag- 
gression. If the nuclear deterrent is to be of 
greatest effect, it must be capable of instan- 
taneous use and proof against destruction on 
the ground. At present, the best way to 
achieve both objectives is to do what the Air 
Force is doing. 

The hazards of the operation are hair-rais- 
ing, nevertheless—so much so ‘that no effort 
should be spared to change the basie world 
situation in which the maintenance of an in- 
stantly available nuclear deterrent is con- 
sidered necessary. The security we obtain 
by keeping nuclear-armed planes in the air 
at all times is decidedly insecure. It must be 
replaced by the kind of security which would 
depend on some else than cocked weap- 
ons capable of to g off the devastation 
of the world. 3 

A government which finds it necessary to 
maintain a nuclear deterrent cannot conscien- 
tiously avoid its equal responsibility to work 
tirelessly for international agreements that 
would make the deterrent unnecessary. This 
means working for a trial moratorium on 

sts, for the development of warn- 

‘surprise attack, for disarmament, 
for the solution of political and diplomatic 
problems that create world tension. Right 
— it means working for a summit confer-’

Civic Redevelopment Ought to Be Planned for Living and Action

grifters floating up and down the 
main drag of the Farmers’ and Gar- 
deners’ Market. 

As I stood watching the crowds,

The cities of the United States 
are in the midst of building and 
planning séme 15 billion dollars 
worth of new urban renewal proj- 
ects, to be built during the next 10 
years. 


Where Shoppers Triumph 


The questions I would like to ask 
are: What kind of stuff are we going 
to get for all this money? ‘What 
makes a good city center? Why are 
some downtown plazas enjoyable, 
and others nothing but a bore? 


The answers inevitably hinge on 
that thing ealled “Human Scale,”— 
a phrase which recognizes that cities 
should be designed for people who 
must live in them, work in them, 
pass through them, and eventually 
die in them, to be buried no doubt 
in Suburbia. 

The human scale, it seems to me, 
has been allowed to triumph in three 
vastly different shopping environ- 
ments of relative financial success. 
They are Northland shopping center 
outside Detroit; Maxwell street in 
South Chicago, and Maiden lane, in 
San Francisco. All of them have this 
in common: they cater to the man, 
woman, and child on foot. 

At Northland, tne automobile is 
absolutely and I mean positively pro- 
hibited from entering the inner pre- 
cincts. Here the pedestrian is truly 
king. In Maxwell street, Chi- 
cago, the sidewalk display racks 
overflow out into the street, taking 
up two entire traffic lanes, and leav- 
ing only a narrow squeak of two 
lanes for automobiles. And in Maid- 
en Lane, San Francisco, they put 
up the chains in mid-morning, and 
no vehicles are allowed except for 
emergencies. 

All three of these shopping streets 
nearly surround the pedestrian with 
merchandise—stuff to be looked at, 
felt, compared, studied—and usually 
well protected by canopies and awn- 
ings from rain and snow.

Yet I am convinced that tomor- 
row’s new redeveloped central areas, 
Civic Centers, Medical Centers and 
all the rest of its new spaces, its 
parks, squares and plazas, should 
offer a wide variety of “action,” as 
well as a real change of pace for 
the human being, that they include 
the quiet places, a place of peace 
and contemplation. Each of these, 
in its own way, is essential to the 
creation of a new Downtown on the 
human scale. 

I would recommend to all archi- 
tects, engineers, city planners and 
just plain tourists that a half-day 
invested in Jackson Square, New 
Orleans, should be a “must” on your 
agenda for re-designing the City of 
Tomorrow. 

Jackson Square has just about 
everything—plenty of action, an en- 
closure on three sides formed by 
some of.the nation’s finest seven- 
teenth and nineteenth century archi- 
tecture; a touch of the jungle in its 
exuberant trees, flowers, and un- 
trammeled foliage; a fascinating va- 
riety of alleys, courts, streets and 
little plazas through which you pro- 
ceed, by way of Vieux Carre, into 
Jackson Square itself. 

Jackson Square is alive with tour- 
ists and their historical guides. As 
a whole, the tourists are a giddy, 
carefree lot. And these tourists are 
essential to the success of Jackson 
Square as a mecca for all sorts and 
conditions of people. 


All Kinds of People 


Furthermore, Jackson Square is 
proof that it is possible to attract 
Americans to outdoor cafes in the 
United States. 


It takes all kinds of people to make 
a successful city center, a successful 
park, plaza, mall, or civic space. It 
takes rich and poor, rough and 
smooth, young and old, feeble as 
well as agile. The most fascinating 
places are those where different cur- 
rents of life come together, to swirl 
and eddy. 

Conversely, the dullest place in 
town is usually the new Civic Cen- 
ter, with miles of concrete, grass 
and keep-off signs. This goes for 


the old civic centers too. But the 
new ones, it seems to me, are far 
worse. Where are the people? All 
tucked away neatly in cubbyholes 
inside great buildings. Afraid to 
stand around on grounds that are 
completely out of scale for the hu- 
man being. Once they come outside, 
there’s no threshold—no comfortable 
transition zone between indoors and 
outdoors. No little shop to duck into, 
the closest delicatessen blocks away. 
You eat at the antiseptic cafeteria, 
or you walk several blocks for lunch. 


Focus of Activity 


The conclusion I would draw from 
the squares, parks and plazas that 
wore out my last pair of shoes is: 


The City of Tomorrow will cer- 
tainly be more than a collection of 
buildings and open spaces. It will be 
a great complex of activities. And I 
am convinced that city planners, en- 
gineers, architects and landscape 
architects should be thinking about 
those activities as an integral part 
of their designs. They must be help- 
ing to arrange those activities—not 
merely providing spaces for them. 


If this means long-drawn-out meet- 
ings to persuade the County Judge 
to hold Court House Door sales out- 
doors in the new civic center, then 
do it. If it means the automobile 
salesmen should be invited to open 
their next: annual display in front of 
the new City Hall, well and good— 
and you should help ’em arrange the 
show, if necessary. 

All this adds up to a new kind of 
civic planning, which should include 
festivals, shows, “action” of every 
sort. And if this means that a re- 
development area should be ex- 
panded to include such action, then 
expand it. 


In short, much of the gaiety, vi- 
tality, and human variety that once 
pervaded the old market squares can 
and must be re-introduced into the 
new downtown plazas. The pedes- 
trian must once again be king of 
all he surveys, and afraid of no on- 
rushing automobile. In this direction, 
I think, likes the path for the plan- 
ners, architects and engineers of to- 
morrow’s downtown.

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TV Station That 
Airs. Editorials 


‘eal NEW YORK, March 14.. 
' YOU HAVE ALMOST NEVER heard a radio or tele- 
vision station editorialize on the air. There are a good 
many reasons for this. Up until the reversal of the May- 
flower decision in 1949, broadcasters didn't think they had 
; the right to editorialize 
and probably didn’t have. 
Since the decision, the 
broadcasts have not had 
the precedent or the in- 
clination. Just as an ex- 
ample of the paucity of 
editorializing on the air, 
CBS has delivered ex- 
actly three editorials— 
one on color television, 
one on the right of TV 
to cover congressional 
hearings, one as a trailer 
to “Where We Stand.” 
The first two of those, 
you'll note, are very much 
matters of personal con- 
cern to CBS—more or 
less as if a newspaper is- 
sued an editorial de- 
nouncing a rise in the 
postage rate. The last 
one was somewhat differ- 
ent; it was a matter of national interest but the content 
was pretty much like coming out against the man-eating 
shark. It adjured us to keep a stiff upper lip, pay our 
taxes without complaint, and not be complacent, Still, 
those are awfully strong words for a network to utter. 


JOHN CROSBY 


Down in Miami, television station WTVJ has 
for the last six months been running a daily edi- 
torial at the end of its evening news broadcast 
which has been conspicuously successful and may 
be unique. The editorialist is the director of its 
news department, Ralph Renick, who not only 
delivers the editorial, but is the sole final author- 
ity on what to editorialize about and what stand 
to take. 


Renick has laid down certain clear limits. He edj- 
torializes only on local or state issues, figuring that his 
audience simply won't take him seriously if he starts pon- 
tificating on, say, Algeria. However, this doesn’t rule 
out certain national issues that affect Florida such as segre- 
gation on which Renick upheld (but didn’t exactly applaud) 
the Supreme Court decision. 


A MORE TYPICAL editorial by Renick was against 
some park commissioners who were letting contracts to 
their friends, The contracts were canceled after a couple 
of blasts. Here again the broadcaster is coming out against 
the man-eating shark but Renick feels strongly that edi- 
torials should be “clearly on the side of righteousness and 
betterment,” rarely on matters of controversy or politics. 
On issues which clearly have two sides, he thinks the sta- 
tion should offer equal time for rebuttal and some idea 
how non-controversial his editorials are may be gained by 
the fact that no one has even asked for equal time yet. 


That doesn’t mean there is anything namby- 
pamby about the editorials. I saw a kinecope of 
one such editorial severely criticizing a Southern 
judge for meting out a life sentence to a Negro 
who had choked and robbed a white woman. “Dark 
Ages of the South,” declared Renick in his edi- 
torial. “Frontier justice’—again strong words for 
the South. He Insists on being thoroughly right 
and a news staff of 22 persons (an enormous staff 
for a lone station) researches each issue thoroughly 
before he takes a stand. As a result no one has 
ever questioned his facts. 


The results have been gratifying. The editorial, 
clearly.labeled an editorial, is tucked at the end of a show 
called “Ralph Renick Reporting.” Rating of the show has 
jumped from 15 before the editorials started to a 32 in 
January, or more than double. Naturally people disagree, 
but even these write Renick applauding the fact that he 
takes a stand to disagree with. 


THERE DOESN’T SEEM to be any doubt but that the 
editorials give station WTVJ a prestige and stature that it 
didn’t have without them. A TV station that has the mind 
to harbor an opinion and the courage to utter it just seems 
more important than a station that won't dare open its 
mouth. More importantly, it stirs up the viewers to make 
up their own minds if only to disagreement. There is 
something awfully bland abaut news that is delivered com- 
pletely divorced from de It encourages the notion 
that no improvement is possible in this best of all possible

Must the Passover be fulfilled”? 
Where would be this new Pass- 
over? From where to where?” 
Maybe He meant the immi- 
nence of the parousia—the end 
of the world. They were still 
whispering when they saw Him 
take up a loaf of flat, round 
unleavened bread. The Apos- 
tles subsided and watched. 


Jesus stood. He placed the 
palm of His hand a few inches 
over the bread and His dark 
eyes turned upward. The whis- 
pered words of a blessing came 
from His barely parted lips. 
In the silence He gave thanks 
and broke the bread into frag- 
ments and passed among them, 
giving to each of the 11 a mor- 
sel. 

“This,” He said, “is My body, 
which is about to be given 
for your sake. Take you and 
eat.” They began to eat the 
bread, not understanding ex- 
cept to know that this was an 
abrupt departure from the 
Passover ritual. He smiled down 
on them. “Do this as My me- 
morial,”” He said. They now un- 
derstood. He wanted them to 
do this, again and again and 
again, after He had gone. 

Jesus returned to His couch 
and picked up a big metal 
chalice on the table. It was 
filled with wine mixed with 
water. He again lifted His 
eyes upward and murmured a 
second blessing. Then He gave 
thanks and passed around be- 
hind each of them, handing 
them the cup in turn and say- 
ing: “Drink you all of this. For 
this is My blood of the new 
testament, which shall be shed 
for many for the remission of 
sins. 

They drank. He watched, 
pleased. “I tell you,” He said, 
“T shall not again drink of the 
produce of the vine till the 
kingdom of God is set up.” 


Although these plain men

It would be better 
if the Apostles were able to tell 
the followers of Jesus that He 
had been arrested and triéd 
and convicted of blasphemy.

Exploring the possibilities, 
Caiphas demanded of Judas 
what would happen if the 
prey escaped from the cen- 
acle. Judas said that the 
féast probably would con- 
tinue for another holir or so, 
and that it would be simple 
to surround the house and to 
send a raiding party up the 
outside stairs—there was no 
other exit—and then he 
would lead the group into 
the room and would identify 
Jesus by walking up to Him 
and kissing Him. By this 
they would know the man. 


If, by any chance, Jesus and 
His followers had left the up- 
stairs room, then Judas would 
suggest that they go to the 
gethsemane at the foot of the 
Mount of Olives, because when 
Jesus was in Jerusalem, He 
and His men often slept there.

CAIPHAS WAS PLEASED.

Jesus in and around the city 
would have to expend their 
venom on the Romans, an ideal 
situation for Caiphas. 

Still, resistance was hardly 
to be expected, unless the 
Pharisees had read their man 
incorrectly. The newest of the 
Messiahs preached love and 
passivity, nonviolence and for- 
giveness, and these character- 
istics did not lend themselves 
to a brawl! with soldiers. 

What Caiphas most wanted 
was to take the onus for Jesus's 
death off the lemple-—oftf 
himself and off the judges of 
the Sanhedrin, the Jewish Su- 
preme Court which would have 
to try Jesus 

Normally the Great Sanhe- 
drin consisted of 71 members, 
including its chief member, 
who was always the high priest. 
When the number was reduced 
by death, the judges selected 
new members from priests, 
merchants, elders, rabbis, re- 
ligious teachers or common 
people. 

The trials of the 
seldom extended 
day's work. Civil cases were 
tried by day and settled by 
night. Criminal cases were 
tried by day and settled the 
next day, unless the accused 
was acquitted, in which case 
the court freed him on the 
same day. But if he was con- 
victed he could not be sen- 
tenced until the following day, 
by which time the collective 
minds of the court had theo- 
retically cooled. For this rea- 
son it was against the law to 
open a criminal procedure on

Very little weight was given 
to the testimony of the ac- 
cused and the prisoner seldom 
testified in his own behalf. 
Convictions were obtained on 
the testimony of witnesses. 
Some cases required a few 
hours of argument before a de- 
cision was reached; some took 
all night, 


The Sanhedrin had its own 
laws, and the most import- 
ant of these, as far as Jesus 
was concerned, was: “A 
tribe, a false prophet and a 
high priest are not judged 
save by a court of 71.” If 
the Saviour was to be arrest- 
ed and tried, it would have 
to be under this law, as a 
false prophet. 


Those convicted by the San- 
hedrin received severe sen- 
tences. There were no prisons, 
no asylums. Banishment was 
a minor punishment. The usual 
sentence in a criminal case was 
death in one of four ways: 
stoning, burning, decapitation 
or strangulation. Of these, the 
most common was stoning 

Each sentence of death was 
passed on, before execution, 
by the Roman Procurator. He 
usually affirmed it without 
question. But if he felt so 
disposed he could hear the 
case before his own judicial 
chair. If he reversed the ver- 
dict, the condemned was ac- 
quitted and the Sanhedrin was 
powerless. If he confirmed it, 
the governor often forced the 
prisoner to undergo the Roman 
formof execution—crucifixion.
